High Court lias | Aid 
To Convicted Thief 


The Supreme Court sitting 
ag the High Court of Justice 
yesterday turned down the 
request of a convicted thief 
to order the police to refund 
ILS50 which they had confis- 
cated at the time of his ar- 
rest. The money was used to 


reimburse one of the persons 
| who innocently bought the 
stolen goods. 


The applicant, Zion Yehu- 
dai, was sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment for the 
theft of 2.400 gold coins from 
the Dutch Legation in Jeru- 
salem three years ago. He 
had received the money as 
an advance on the sale of se- 
veral of the coins to a Jaffa 
tailor. 


In the course of their in- 


vestigations, the police had 
succeeded in acguiring IL- 
1300 that Yehudai had de-| 


posited with a third person 
towards the purchase 
flat. They deducted the ILA&&50,
